When a fuel flowing in the feed pipe 12 and the return pipe 13 or in the strainer provided on the 
upstream side of the feed pipe is charged by friction, the feed pipe ] 2 and the return pipe 1 3 which 
come in contact with the fuel are charged because the fuel pipes arc supported on the ve hicle body in 
an electrically independent manner . However, the feed pipe 12 and the Telurn pipe 13 are electrically 
connected to the brake pipe 1 8RL through the conductive clamp 20, and furthermore, the brake pipe 1 8 
RL is electrically connected to the wall portion 21 of the vehicle body through the bracket 23 in a 
connecting portion to the brake pipe 24. Therefore, it is possible to transfer electric charges 
accumulated in the feed pipe 12 and the return pipe 13, thereby reliably eliminating the electric 
charges. 
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
